1. The king shal rcigne ] Some expound this whole paflage of Ezechias, or 
lofias kinges of Tuda, and of thechiefe princes ynder them: but fo great cf- 
famed adtebare prophecied, were not fully verified in them, burt as in figure 
only of amore excellent king, and his principal fcruantes, thst fhould folo vv 
aftervvards, For albeit thefevvere very good kinges, andhad good and yvife 
counfclers,& goucrners ynder them: yetthey had not that peste@iedpensents 
nor performed that complete iuftice, vvherby the fubicfes enioyed fuch 
peace, reft, fafetie, and confolation, as be here deferibed, by the metaphores, 
and fimilicudes of men hid from vvinde, fafe from tempeft, refrethed vvith wa- 
rersin their heate, and fhadovved by a rock fromthe burning funne in the de- 
ferc, vvith the like. And therfore § lerom, and other Chriftian DoStors yn- 
deiftand itof Chrift, vvho hath moft perfect iudgement and iuftice ; and of his 
Apoltles,and other Paftors of his Church, yvho by vnéticn of the Holie Ghoft, 

articipate more abundantly of Chrifts grace, then did the prieftes, & other ru- 

ersinthe old teftament. And fo Chtifian people receive thefe benches of 
peace, reft, protection, refrefhiog in foule,& con(cience,& other {piritaal com- 
fortesin Chrift, by the myfleries of the nevvy Teftament, yvhich i Faichfal of 
the old Teftament could not receiue,by their kinges & princes, nor by prieftes 
fof and prophets of thattime. The fame vve might { aria of innumerable other

I. Reigneininftice: andruleiniudgement.] Here allo to auoide prolizitic, vve 
may once note that thele vvordes: tudgement, and Iuflice, haue a farre other 
higher and more excellent fignification in holie Scriptures ( vvhere they moft 
frequently occurte ) then in prophane vvritings, and natural or moral philofo- 
— difcourfes. For Philofophers, fach as Tato and Ariftotel, could reach no 

rther then to natural reafon, which they called right iudgement : and to mo- 
ral equitie, vvhich in gencral they named uftice. But the Holie Ghoft by thele 
vvordes retcleth mofthigh fpititual myfteries, knovven by faith, molt com- 
fortable to mens foules, releeuing and refrclhing the confcicaces of penirents 
in this life, & replenifhing the iuft vvith ynfpeakable gladnes in eternal glorie. 
Therfore in the fenfe vfual inholy Scripture,ludgement is the aét of the mind, 
or vaderftanding, difcerning what is right, iuft, & agreing co reafon : And Iu- 
ftice is the reGtitude of the vvil, doing conformably to right direction of the 
mind,or vnderftanding. And fo thele wotdes are applied ro fignifie both Gods, 
and iuft mens actions. As that yvhich God mercifully Tocinad in eternitie, and 
promifed afterthe fal of man, todo for mankind,as convenient for his Diuine 

ovvre, VVildom, luftice, Mercie,& Goodnes ; vvith al the meanes vyhich he 
yr for effeing the (ame, is called his ludgement; and the performin 
_ and accomplifhmenc therof, fo farre asis of his part, is called his luftice. Alfo 
that whic gui men dilccficth. difcerneth, and determinethin his vnderftan- 
hg,as right,or reafonable in fpernatural thinges,is called his {piricual iudge- 
ts and that vvhich he doth of his freevvil according to the fame right 
ement, is called his iuftice.
